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Otto KATZ is a Czechoslovakian journalist 


and author. He is a communist and is believed to have 
escaped from Germany when the Nazis came into power. ~* : 
For some time he has been in Paris where 
he was in close touch with the Munzunberg Committee and 
was an active official of several communist controlled 
organisations such as the Workers' International Relief. 
KATZ has been paying frequent visits to [ 
this country ever since March 1933, when he came to discuss 
the affairs of the German Relief Committee. On most occasions 
he has said that he wishes either to see his publishers or 
to collect material for a book. 
On 5.9.1933 a Home Office circular was issued 
against him, but almost immediately afterwards he was allowed 
to ‘enter the U.K. again in connection with the counter- 


enquiry into the Reichstag Fire Trial held in London. 


From June 1933 he has usually spend a good deal of his 

time while in England in the company of Miss Ellen WILKINSON, 
| and it is owing to her intervention that he has been able to 
pay so many visits since the H.0. circular was issued against 


oO him. These visits have mostly been of only a few days 


duration, and so far as is known he has complied with the 
condition that he should take part in no political meetings. 

It is, however fairly certain that he has 
been acting as intermediary between Willi MUNZENBURG and 
the British communist leaders. The reasons which he has 
given for coming may have been perfectly correct, but it is 
fairly certain that he was able to transact other bisiness 
in his off moments. It would, however, be impossible to 


produce evidence to prove that he is a Comintern agent. 


otrong representations were made to the Home 


Office in December 1933, and a further minute was sent in 


June 1938, giving full information about KATZ and suggesting

In the attached letter, Miss WILKINSON

has been connected with the International Secretariat of 

the L.A.I., with the Munzenburg Committee, and more recently 
with the World Committee against War and Fascism. He ws 

now propaganda organiser for the Action Committee of the 


Comintern in Paris. 


Nothing is known of Miss LINER, mentioned 
in the second paragraph, except that Miss WILKINSON obtained 
a permit for her and was in correspondence with KATZ on the 
sub ject. 

It is impossible, on present evidence, to 
express any opinion as to the meaning of the first paragraph. 
The only deduction which can fairly be drawn from the letter 
as a whole is that Miss WILKINSON is in closer contact with 
Comintern circles abroad than we had previously believed. 
This view is borne out by her reference to "the big fellow" 
in paragraph 4. This is a nick-name by which paid Comintern 
employees in Paris frequently refer to one of their Chiefs 
whom we have never been able to identify. 

Another indication of the same kind is 
the close interest which she is taking in Wilhelm KOENEN, 


mentioned in paragraph 5. KOENEN has been a very prominent 
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Comintern agent in Central Europe ever since 1921, and was 
at one time a leading official of the German Communist Party. 
As against these considerations it is only 
fair to point out that Miss WILKINSON has taken considerable 
interest in refugees from Germany ever since 1933, and that 


her connection with all the communists mentioned might be 


explained on that ground alone. This is particularly 


true of KATZ, who plays an equally active part in the same 
work in France.

At the beginning of 
1937 he was director of the "Agencia Espana", an agency 
which, far from giving the desired results, cost the Spanish 
Government a deal of money, owing to the fact that Mr. Simon 
is ignorant of many aspects of the Spanish problem and of 
the Spanish people. The reports which he furnished to the 
Agency were largely fanciful and earned for the Agency 4 
reputation for inaccuracy and inventiveness which it has 
cost a lot of work to undo.

As you know there have been from time to time attacks 
upon myself on account of my alleged Fascist views. These 
efforts, as I have known for some time past, have not been 
confined to making complaints to the Foreign Office but have 
also been extended to this country. I have indeed been 
informed that I am suspected in certain circles of 
deliberately suppressing information in my renorts to you. 

This suppression is alleged to be in connexion wit} foreign 
intervention and bombardments. If our reports have not 
been as full as might be desirable, it is because, as I 
have pointed to the Government, we are unable in spite of 
repeated requests to obtain detailed official information. 

I believe that the Havas reports (see my 
telegram No. 340 about the Military Attaché not being persona 
grata here) is part of the same camapign. As you know we have 
obtained categorical denials of these reports and I have 
also received a full vote of confidence from the Ministry 

e. In fact I am glad to say that the position 
is about as satisfz y as it can be, assuming that one 
can believe a word anybody says. 

I believe (but in this you can correct me) that 
at the bottom of these reports are the fmmale Members of Parliament 


who came out last year and in particular Miss} Ellen Wilkinson 


and also Churchill. My information about Miss Wilkinson 


comes from a lady of extreme "Red" views, who is or was until 
recently in closest touch with Government circles here and with 
members of the Labour Party in England. This lady told me also 
that a certain Simon, who had something to do with the Propaganda 
Department for Great Britain (with whom I am entirely 
unacquainted) was conducting a campaign against me in
